1. The Patient Medical Record Request form must be signed and notarized by the 

PATIENT or PATIENT’S LEGAL GUARDIAN (if deceased or a minor).  

 

2. If Attorney-In-Fact, POWER OF ATTORNEY DOCUMENTS must be signed and 

notarized. Power of Attorney Documents must be submitted with the form as 

well.  

 

3. The City of Leon Valley must receive all ORIGINAL forms; please drop off in 

person or mail to the address provided above.  

 

Medical Records will not be released without a signature and notarization.
